What’s the law? 


The case of the 
hobbled pedestrian

Roscoe never went south for the winter because he had 
plenty of winter right where he lived. In fact, he concluded he 
had too much of it one day while walking past a supermarket. 
He slipped and fell on a natural accumulation of ice and snow 
on the sidewalk and broke one of his legs. 
Hobling off to court, Roscoe sued the owner of the 
supermarket for his injury. 
“He 
hasn’t 
got 
a 
leg 
to stand on,” responded the 
supermarket owner in court. “It’s not my fault because it 
snows. What’s more, I don’t even own the sidewalk. The city 
does. Consequently, if Roscoe wants to sue somebody, he’s got 
to sue the city.” 
“That’s not so.” insisted Roscoe. “There’s an ordinance that 
requires abutting property owners to remove all snow and ice' 
from in front of their premises. And,” concluded Roscoe, “since 
the supermarket violated that ordinance, that’s the premise 
under which the supermarket is liable.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you make the 
supermarket owner pay gobling Roscoe for his injuries? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that there is 
no common- law duty on abutting property owners to remove 
the natural accumulation of snow and ice on city- owned 
sidewalks in front of their premises. City ordinances requireing 
such removal, noted the judge, are intended for the benefit of 
the city and not for the protection of individual travelers.

Bond signed into law Friday 
a bill regulating abortions in 
Missouri. 
However, Bond urged a 
rapid constitutional test of 
provisions in the bill he said 
w ere

q u e s tio n a b le 
constitutionality.” 
“ Particularly alarming to 
me,” he said, is a section 
requiring that if a fetus is 
born alive after an attempted 
abortion, the parents lose all 
rights to the infant and it 
becomes a ward of the state. 
That provision applies in 
cases where the abortion was 
not performed to save the 
life of the mother.

DEMILITARIZE 
SUEZ CANAL 
One of the world’s more notable ironies lies in the 
benefits which will come to the Soviet Navy from the 
U. S. operation to reopen the Suez Canal. 
Currently, U. S. personnel are busy clearing the 
Canal of mines and sunken ships so that it can be 
opened again to traffic which has been blocked since 
the 1967 Arab- Israeli war. The trouble is, unless it is 
also demilitarized by international agreement, the 
Soviets will gain a huge new advantage in their ability 
to exert military power in the Persian Gulf and Indian 
Ocean areas. Their Mediterranean and Black Sea fleets 
will be able to move quickly into those areas via the 
Suez Canal instead of having to make the long transit 
around Africa or else come all the way from the Far 
East. 
If it came to actual hostilities, of course, the Canal 
could be quickly closed again by military action. But 
barring that extremity, the Soviets will be able to 
greatly increase their influence on the oil-rich Arab 
states by their ability to quickly move and supply 
substantial naval forces through the Canal from their 
nearby bases. 
Deputy Secretary of Defense William P. Clements, 
Jr. summed it up in a White House briefing: 
“ It will shorten their lines of supply. It will in a 
great many ways enhance their position. There is no 
question about this whatsoever. So if I were to look 
around the world and pick out who would have the 
most enthusiasm about opening that canal, I’ve have 
to say I believe Russia will be the most enthusiastic.” 
Since so many fears have been expressed about a 
naval race in the Indian Ocean, it seems logical to press 
for an international agreement to ban transit through 
the Canal by naval vessels of all major powers. United 
States diplomacy won agreement to open the Canal in 
the first place, so we should take the initiative toward 
limiting its use to peaceful purposes.

“ T hat’s not so.” insisted Roscoe. “ T here’s an ordinance that 
requires abutting property owners to remove all snow and ice 
from in front of their premises. A nd,” concluded Roscoe, “ since 
the supermarket violated that ordinance, th a t’s the premise 
under which the supermarket is liable.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you make the 
supermarket owner pay gobling Roscoe for his injuries? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that there is 
no common- law duty on abutting property owners to remove 
the natural accum ulation of snow and ice on city- owned 
sidewalks in front of their premises. City ordinances requireing 
such removal, noted the judge, are intended for the benefit of 
the city and not for the protection of individual travelers.

Wheat yields 
have been badly reduced by 
these diseases in some cases. 
Considerable 
concern among 
farmers is being caused by this 
problem especially with respect 
to the possible carryover of 
these diseases into next year s 
wheat crop.

Many farmers have sprayed 
their

fields for wild 
onion and garlic control this 
season, and some fields have 
been treated to rid them of 
vetch. Many fields have not 
been treated, however, and it is 
not 
difficult 
to 
distinguish 
these fields. Not only are these 
fields a problem this year, but 
the onions, garlic, and vetch 
can be expected to be worse 


next year. In addition, vetch 
seed, 
when 
plowed 
under 
deeply can be expected to stay 
viable for years and come up 
when 
they 
are 
turned 
up 
s u f f i c i e n t l y 
s h a l l o w . 
Consequently 
this 
can 
be 
expected 
to 
be a long-term 
problem if neglected. 


Wheat can be kept from 
grading garlicky by spraying 
with the ester form ulation of 
2, 
4-D 
at 
the 
rate 
of 
t h r e e - f o u r t h s 
pound 
acid 
equivalent per acre preferably 
between 
the 
tillering 
and 
jointing stages. You can spray 
as late as the boot stage if 
n e c e s s a r y ; 
h o w e v e r, 
this 
treatm ent can result in slight 
injury to wheat, so it is best to 
spray before the wheat joints. 
This treatm ent simply knocks 
the onions and garlic dow n and 


prevents the development ol 
seed 
and 
aerial 
bulblets (if 
treated Sufficiently early), but 
it will not com pletely eradicate 
the onion or garlic plants. At 
least three applications of a 
much heavier dosage of 2,4-D 
are required for eradication. 
Vetch can be controlled by 
spraying 
with 
the 
amine 
form ulation of 2,4-D at the 
rate 
of three-fourths pound 
acid equivalent per acre. This 
treatm ent 
should 
also 
be 
applied preferably between the 
tillering and jointing stages. 
Various 
broadleaf 
weeds 
can also be controlled in wheat 
by spraying with 2,4-D amine. 
Pre-harvest treatm ents for this 
purpose should be made from 
the milk stage to maturing of 
the grain. This will require 1.0 
to 1.5 pounds acid equivalent 
per acre depending upon the 


weed species present and their 
condition of growth.

increases in 1974 crop wheat

loan rates by major 
wheat producing areas. 
The 1974 national average 
loan rate of $1.37 per bushel, 
announced August 16, 1973, is 
12 
cents 
above 
the 
1973 
national average loan rate of 
$1.25 per bushe. 
An increase in the loan rate 
will 
be 
effective 
in 
every 
county. It will, however, vary 
by production area to reflect 
differences in export demand 
and transportation costs. As in 
the past, protein premiums will 
be added to the loan rates. For 
example, No. 1 hard red spring 
wheat in INorth D akota with 
14.5 per cent protein would 
add nine cents to the basic 
loan rates. 


Producers in Scott County
